The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Benton  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Benton  Community 
Building  in  said  Benton  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next 
(March  9th)  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  four  P.M.  in 
the  afternoon  to  vote  and  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  Alfred  U.  Mardin  being  the  outgoing  member,  one 
Highway  Agent,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one 
Auditor,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  and  all 
other  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  Reports  of  Officers  and  Agents  here- 
tofore chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses 
for  the  repair  and  maintenance  and  construction  of  highways 
and  bridges,  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  for  all 
other  Town  charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  re- 
gards to  how  Memorial  Day  will  be  observed. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regards 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  plow  roads  in 
the  Winter  season  as  far  as  Noxon  Lodge  and  to  have  the  Town 
Highway  Agent  make  a  turning  around  place  at  said  lodge. 
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Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  or  give 
the  Selectmen  authority  to  sell  at  auction  to  the  highest  bidder 
to  any  resident  in  the  Town  of  Benton  only,  the  so-called  Town 
Clerk's  office. 

Article  8.  The  polls  will  be  open  from  10  A.M.  to  4  P.M. 
to  vote  for  delegates. 

Article  9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

Warrant  to  be  left  open  to  any  voter  for  articles  until  post- 
ing date  of  Selectmen.

The  total  enrollment  of  the  school  in  1946-47  was  18,  the 
average  membership  16.37,  the  percentage  of  attendance  96.61, 
the  number  of  tardinesses  was  2.  There  was  one  pupil  attend- 
ing the  Haverhill  Academy  and  there  were  two  elementary 
pupils  at  Warren  School. 

This  year  the  total  enrollment  is  19.  There  are  two  pupils 
attending  high  school.  One  pupil  is  attending  elementary  school 
at  Pike. 

Mrs.  Katie  Paige  is  serving  her  fifth  year  as  teacher  of  the 
Benton  School.  Mrs.  Paige  has  attended  summer  school  for 
the  past  two  summers  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and 
Boston  University.
